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DETAILED ACTION 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 1 12 has been withdrawn since applicants have amended 
the claim to delete the term "general" and have also written the claim as A Compound and The 
Compound. 

The rejection of claims 1-9 under 35 USC 102 by US 3853840 Schundehutte et al has been 
withdrawn since applicants have deleted the sulfato and alkenyl atoms from the definition of 
Rl. 

The rejection of claims 1-9 under 35 USC 102 (b) over EP 1086999 Lehmann or US 6521032 
has also been withdrawn since applicants have amended the claims. 
The rejection of claims 1-9 under 102 b over GB 1372368 has also been withdrawn since 
applicants have amended the claims. 

The rejection of claims 1-9 under 35 USC 102 over Quayle US 4931550, 499411, 247729 has 
also been withdrawn. 

Also the US 4939243 Meininger has been withdrawn. 
New grounds for Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 1086999. 
Lehmann Urs. 

The reference teaches the S02CH3 and the equivalence between H groups. 
See the table I and rest of the reference.

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Ascertainment of the difference between the prior art and the claims (MPEP §2141.02) 

The prior art does not exemplify the alkyl as the Rl but at a different position . But it does show 

the equivalence of the H and alkyl group. 

Finding of prima facie obviousness-rational and motivation (MPEP §2142-2413) 
Thus one of skill in the art would have found it to make the modification to obtain the 
compounds of the instant invention. 

Applicants can over come this by deleting the alkyl from Rl and limiting it to substituted 
alkyls. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claims indicates coppering agents without specifying which compounds they mean. There is 
no specific definition of these agents either. 

Claim 6 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claim recites a process without specifying the steps involved in the process. 
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Applicants can change the claim to a method of using format. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Inks and liquid dyes are compositions and applicants can rewrite them as a n Ink 
composition format.
